LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., (AP)— 
Definite promises of trusteeship 
agreements from Britain and Aus- 
tralia Friday virtually assured 
creation of the important United 
Nations trusteeship council at the 
coming session of the genoral as- 
sembly. 

These,together with agreements 
already submitted by France, would 
provide the necessary number of 
trust territories required for estab- 
lishment of the council, only major 
organ of the U.N. not yet in opera- 
tion. 

The only factor which might de- 
lay creation of the coungil is the 


possibility the assembly might fail 
to approve the trusteeship agree- 
ments, which outline terms under 
which the trust territories would 
be administered. 

Informed quarters said an Aus- 
| tralian agreement on New Quinea 
had been completed. While submis- 
sion of British agreements on Tan- 
ganyika territory, the Careroons and 
Togoland and not so imminent, 
British circles said the agreements 
were virtually completed and 
deinitely would be turned in during 
the assembly session. 

The two agreements submitted by 
France concerned French Togoland 
and the French Cameroons, 

If only France, Britain and 
Australia offered agreements, the 
council’s initial membership would 
be determined automatically by the 
charter, with these three countries 
serving as administering states and 
the United States, Russia and China 
as non-administering states. 

The council membership must 
include all states administering 
trust territories ahd all the five ma- 
jor powers, either as administering 
or non-administering states, 

All agreements submitted so far 
deal with league of nations man- 
dates, although any non-self-gov- 
erning territory may be placed under 
U.N. trusteeship if the administering 
power wants to do so,

Quell India Riots 


CALCUTTA, (CP)— The Bengal 
advisury committee declared Thurs- 
day that military aid Was “absu- 
lutely essential to save the situa- 
tion” in parts of eastern Benga! 
where one source said a new out- 
break of Hindu-Moslem violence 
has claimed 5,000 lives and affected 
60,000 persons in the past 10 days. 

While there was no official re- 
port on the situation, Surendra 
Mohe Ghosh, president of the Ben- 
gal Provincial Congress committee, 
released the casualty figures, which 
exceeded the more than 3,000 killed 
in the bloody Calcutta riots. 

“The only effective way to bring 
the situation under control im- 
mediately is to bomb areas where 
trouble has occurred,” Ghosh con- 
tended. ‘ 

Tie advisory committee is made 
up of editors and newspaper pub- 
lishers in Bengal who have sought 
to control lurid accounts of rioting 
which they say merely fan more 
communal killings and violence. 

A telegram released by the com- 
mittee said the disturbances were 
spreading north of the Noakhali 
district to Chandpur, a subdivision 
of the Tippera district in eastern 
Bengal approximately 150 miles 
northeast of Calcutta. 


RAZMAK, North Waziristan,

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1 @ Bidault Wins Big 4 Hearing 
But Balked by Home Affairs 


PARIS, (ONA) — Premier Pres- 
ident Georges Bidault has probably 
the toughest job of any statesman 
in the world today as he approaches 
the coming elections in the unen- 
viable role of president of a trans- 
itional government, premier of a 
shaky tripartite coalition, foreign 
minister of a government on its way 
ont, and spiritual leader of France's 
first. party, which is torn internally 
by factional rivalries, 

The most serious of his many 
serious problems are those pre- 
@ented by his jobs as foreign min- 
ister and as chief of the Popular 
Republican Movement (MRP), As 
foreign minister, he conferred 
this week with the other leaders of 
the Big Four. After many months 
of clamoring for a Big Four meeting 
on the question of Germany, M. 
Bidault now finds such a meeting 
acceptable to his colleagues but at 
a moment when his presence in 
France makes it virtually impossible 
for him to attend a méeting of the 
four foreign ministers, 

Not Bound by Potsdam 

France was left out of the Pots- 
dam deliberations last year, and 
she has never failed to remind the 
other nations that she is not bound 
by the decisions made at that 
gathering, In addition, France has 
protested against the speech last 
month of Secretary James F. Byrnes 
at Stuttgart, in which he said in 
effect that Germany's present 
eastern frontiers are not irrevoc- 
able, and this country has also ob- 
jected to the policy of Britain 
covering the coal and steel of the 
Ruhr. 

France {se again raising her old 
ery ir security, particularly in the 
case of the western frontiers of the 
reich, and she wants permanent 
occupation of the left bank of the 
Rhine. She {s also demanding what 
she regards as just reparations and 
a substantially increased allocation 
of coal. 

Hands Tied by Elections 

But M. Bidault cannot speak with 
the authority necessary to strength- 
en the French case until a repre- 
sentative and duly elected govern- 
ment comes into being, and that 
cannot happen before Dec, 24. 

France votes for its new national 
assembly on Nov. 10, and on Nov. 
24 France must select delegates 
who will elect the newly constituted 
council of the Republic, the second 
house in the new French Parlia- 
ment, : 

On Nov. 38 the national assembly 
convenes, and on Dec. 8 the council 
of the republic is elected. On 
Christmas eve the new council is 
convened and the fourth republic 
becomes officially operative. The 
president of the republic, who is to 
be elected by a joint session of par- 
Kiament, therefore cannot be named 
until some time in January, 1947. 

How M. Bidault can attend to all 
these vital national issues, and at 
the same time function authoritat- 
ively as the foreign minister, is a 
mystery but he has been doing al- 
most that for some months now 
and indeed with some success, He 
may be able to continue. 

Leadership Threatened 

In the meantime, he is threatened 
fm the leadership of his own party. 
The shadow of Gen. Charles de 
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Senator Hugh B. Mitchell, 
Washington, who charges that 
during the Nuernberg war guilt 
trials, American officers in Ger- 
many engaged in “indescretions” 
with highly-connected German 
women at drinking parties. Senat- 
or Mitchell demands a “spare- 
nobody” investigation of his 
charges which, he says, are based 
on information he received from 
a “trusted source.” ’ 


Gaulle still looms over the MRP. 
Although it was Gen. de Gaulle 
who first chose M. Bidault as for- 
eign minister, the struggle between 
the two men on foreign policy has 
always been marked. Gen. de Gaulle 
likes to be his own foreign minister. 
But Premier-President Bidault re- 
fused to be a stooge and he was 
firmly opposed to de Gaulle’s ad- 
vocacy of a western bloc. 

The MRP failed to support M. 
Bidault on the draft constitution, 
some voting “No” with Gen. de 
Gaulle and many abstaining. The 
national committee of the MRP is 
meeting to determine the strategy | 
of its electoral campaign. And 
Premier-President and _ Foreign) 
Minister Bidault is in the thick of a 
strictly domestic political fight at 
a time when far-reaching diplom- 
atic decisions may be in the mak- 
ing.

allocation of cannedsalmon 
domestic use would be increased this 
year from 300,000 to 500,000 cases, 
eastern wholesale produce dealers 
said Thursday that according to in- 
formation they have received from | 
the salmon-packing industry in Bri- 
tish Columbia housewives in Can- 
ada may not be able to obtain any 
more canned salmon than last year. 

Reason is that the B. C. pack 
this year has been only two-thirds 
of what it was in 1945 and if Can- 
ada is to meet contracts with the 
British ministry of food there won't 


be enough salmon left to give Cana- 
dians the promised increase, 

According to Salmon-packing 
firms, the industry in Canada has 
a contract with the British ministry 
of food for 70 percent of sockeye and 
cohoe, 50 percent of pinks and 30 
percent of chums; with the proviso 
that if these percentages do not 
reach a total of 1,000,000 cases they 
will take up to 40 percent of chums 
to bring the total up as close to 
1,000,000 cases as possible. 

In addition to this contract the 
government has allocated approxi- 
mately 200,000 cases to pre-war 
export markets. Basis of these con- 


tracts was an expected 1946 pack | 


of 1,700,000 cases. 
Officials of the department of 


fisheries stated that the British | 


Columbia pack up to October 5 
totalled only 1,155,000 cases. 

Minister Bridges and other 
senior officials of the fisheries de- 
partment were absent from the 
city and no official comment was 
forthcoming.

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5,000 Poles Plan 
Return to Poland 


LONDON, (ONA) — About 5,000 
Polish soldiers formerly belonging 
to Lt. Gen. Wladislas Anders’ sec- 
ond army corps, who had been 
brought to Great Britain from Italy, 
have now announced their intention 
of returning to the homeland, War- 
saw government circles report. 

These men_ have reportedly 
changed their minds and refused 
to join the resettlement corps be- 
cause they learned this does not 
mean a return to civilian life but a 
replacement of enemy prisoners of 
war in jobs of reconstruction and 
clearing away wartime debris. 

Meanwhile, an incident which 
had arisen off Danzig, delaying the 
disembarkation of Polish repat- 
tiates from Great Britain, on board 
the British ship Empire Battleaxe, 
has been settled. The 1,200 Poles 
will be allowed to disembark al- 
though no previous notice was 
given to the Polish authorities that 
the men were on the way home.

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Sound Civic Policy 

Quite a number of years ago Edmonton 
adopted a plan for the Systematic year-by- | 
year improvement of its streets. The plan 
was Set to a moderate scale, as it had to be 
in the circumstances. But under successive 
councils it resulted in the paving of several 
miles of streets and the gravelling of more 
miles of streets and lanes. Then came the 
war, and all such projects had to be pigeon- | 
holed. 

The war over, it is now possible to re- 
sume the improvement program as materials 
and labor become available. Meantime the 
city has grown in population rapidly, new | 
residential areas have come into existance, | 
and the need of providing hard-surfaced | 
streets is more urgent and far more extended 
than it was when it had to be filed away 
with the call to arms. 

The City Council on Tuesday accordingly 
endorsed a proposal of the Civic Betterment | 
Committee to resume the street improvement 
plan on a broader scale and definitely sche- 
duled as a long-range undertaking. The re- | 
‘vived plan calls for the spending of $750,000 
per year in laying paving, over the course 
of the next ten years, 

This proposal seems to be reasonably in 
keeping with the needs of the situation, It 
is ambitious but certainly not unduly so. It | 
maintains the principle that street improve- 
ment should be made systematically, not by 
a wild “splurge” such as Edmonton indul- 
ged in thirty-three years ago — to its sub- 
sequent and lasting regret. The cost is not 
too large to be met out of current revenue, 
without again piling up a load of bonded in- 
debtedness. 

This may very well be adopted as an item 
of basic and permanent civic policy. Sub- 
ject of course to variation in order to meet 
unforeseeable needs. It is practicable. It 
involves probably as much work as can be 
done per year unless and until material and 
labor supplies become more plentiful. It is 
probable also that when the ten year term is 
ended we shall find. it necessary to go right | 
on putting down paving indefinitely at the | 
rate proposed, 

The Edmonton of ten years ago has, 
gone. This is now numbered among the lar- 
ger cities of Canada. Its future expansion 
is certain. We have the means, as well as 
the need, to put the streets in order, and to | 
keep on extending improvements in step with 
the growth of population and business. 

The Council and the Civic Betterment Com- 
mittee deserve the solid backing of* the tax- 
payers for reducing the improvement prob- 
lem to a sane and workable program of con- 
struction, 


Too Good to Miss 


Reports show that sales of Savings 
Bonds have been averaging close to $1,000 
per sale, This means that the purchasers 
have been mainly those who could buy a 
$500 or a $1,000 bond, relatively few appli- | 
cations coming from people who could buy | 
only one of the smaller denominations, 

It will be unfortunate if these smaller 
sales do not multiply. There must be a host | 
of people who can buy a $50 or a $100 bond, | 
but have not the means to purchase one of 
the larger types. These are the persons who 
most need this kind of investment. For 
there is no other correspondingly safe in- 
vestment from which they can get as good a 
return in interest. 

And of particular advantage to the small 
holder is the provision that his bond can be 
cashed at any time without sacrifice of prin- 
cipal or interest. His money is tied up only 
so long-as he wishes. If he should need the 
money at any time he will be able to get it, 
with interest up to date. 

If this feature of tke issue is well under- 
Stood there should be a veritable flood of ap- 
plications from those of limited means. This 
is the first time Canadians were ever offered 
this “open and shut” opportunity to put mo- 
ney into a Government bond which they | 
can cash any day at full face value, with full 
interest allowance for the time the money 
has been invested. 

This is a chance which no person should 
miss if it is at all possible for him or her to 
get one of the bonds, of whatever denomi- 
nation, 


Prison Staffs 


The Canadian Penal Association Con- 
gress, recently in session in Windsor, has 
produced some valuable suggestions towards 
practical improvement in the handling and 
reclamation of prisoners in Canadian jails 
and penitentiaries. Chief among these sug- 
gestions is the basic one that effective re- 
habilitation of prisoners is quite impossible 
without adequately and fully trained 
personnel. 

It is an accepted fact that prison guards 
are too frequently selected merely because 
they are physically equipped for what has 
always been regarded as a dangerous job. 
In the same way, prison officials and even 
the heads of prisons are sometimes chosen, 
not because they know anything about penol- 
ogy, but because they are in line for a govern- | 
ment post. | 

Most Canadian prisons operate reason- 
ably well. But since it is the purpose of the 
Penal Association to secure a system that 
operates perfectly and turns in reclamation 


: It seems to be obvious that prison work 
is essentially a highly specialized job. To 


| entrust the reform of prisoners to men who 
| have no other qualifications than courage 


and a flair for discipline is like sending in a 
butcher, even an excellent butcher, to per- 
form a delicate surgical operation, 

Prison officials should be men of edu- 
cation, They should be men of understand- 
ing and humane qualities. They should have 
a knowledge of penology. They should serve 
an apprenticeship to gain practical. exper- 
ience. And, above all, they should be men 


| who constantly remember that prisons are 


not so much for punishment as for human 
rehabilitation, 
_ These requirements are fundamental, 
just as proper personnel is the only basis 
for successful prison reform. 5 

With the right kind of men operating 
Canadian prisons, it will be possible to per- 
fect a system of penology that will show 
results,

And what seemed ev- 
en more important, their neighbors 
were pitching in, as neighbors do 
in pioneer places, and assisting 
them in every way that they could. 
Besides the ones who are setting 
themselves up on farms a number 
of veterans are setting themselves 
up in business. I met one old 
friend from my own regiment who 
is now the proud proprietor of a 
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garage and restaurant. He has his 
own electrical generating unit and 
his cafe boasts a completely mod- 
ern refrigeration unit, and coffee 
urns and other equipment just as 
up-to-date as one will find in any 
city cafe.

At another point a veteran who 
took a barbering course at a train- 
ing school in Edmonton has just 
set himself up in business and re 
ports that “everything is going to 
be fine.” He was born in the dist- 
rict'and decided when he had fin. 
ished his course that his old home 
presented more attractive and real 
opportunities than the competition 
of the crowded cities. 

At another point I came across 
a beauty parlor, The girl who op- 
erates it is a veteran of the Wom- 
en's Division of the Royal Can- 
adian Air Force, She served for 
a couple of years at Air Force 
headquarters in London, England, 
On her return she took a course in 
hairdressing under DVA at Edmon- 
ton, Then with the remains of her 
re-establishment credits and grat- 
uities she purchased +a complete 
up-to-date electric permanent wav. 
ing machine, and electric drier, 
anq the other mysterious gadgets 
and concoctions that one finds in 
beauty parlors, an electric generate 
ing plant and set herself up in bus- 
iness in a corner of her father's 
store. She is making a better living 
out here “in the middle of no- 
where” than she could earn in the 
city, 

It is good for a city . dweller to 
get out into the country and talk 
to these people who are looking 
to the future. They have all known 
the comforts of city life. But, like 
the girl in the beauty parlor, they 
all explain “I like it better up here, 
and the opportunities are better."

Over Bulgarian Peace Terms 


(AP)—While the peace ¥ 


PARIS, 
makers were writing a Bulgarian 
treaty in Paris, Greece, the most 
interested among the victors be- 
cause she has been invaded thrice 
by the Bulgars in the last half 
century, was undergoing a plebis- 
cite, a return of the monarchy and 
the birth of a civil war. 


These events provided spice to 
the debates in Old Luxembourg 
palace where the tresties with 
Bulgaria, Italy, Finland, Hungary 
and Romania were fashioned. 

Shortly after the plebiscite re- 
turned King George II to his 
throne, a civil war broke out and 
some delegates at the peace con- 
ference remarked publicly the 
revolutionaries were being armed 
through Russian-occupied Bulgaria. 

Border Undctermined 

The peace conference was unable 
to agree on a new frontier between 
Bulgaria and Greece but these 
issues were decided: 

1, Bulgaria must pay reparations 
of $125,000,000 divided equally be- 
tween Yugoslavia and Greece over 
six years. 

2. Bulgaria must pay United 
Nations nationals whose interests 
were destroyed or damaged in the 
war on a basis of 75 percent of the 
total loss. 

3. Bulgaria is forbidden to use 


or experiment with atomic weapons | 


or to operate torpedo boats along 
her Black sea coastline. 

4. Bulgaria will give most-favored- 
nation treatment to all the United 
Nations. 

5. Racial discrimination among 
minority groups will be avoided. 

Danube River Opened 


6. The Danube river will be open 
to navigation. 

The Slav bloc—Russia, Ukraine, 
Byelo - Russia, Czechoslovakia, 
Poland and Yugoslavia—opposed 
every one of the above clauses 
Otherwise the Bulgarian treaty was 
adopted with little argument. 

Behind the fight over these six 
points in the Bulgarian treaty was 
the conflict over Greece, the last 
of the Balkan states that is out- 
side the Soviet sphere. 

The clause in the treaty pertain- 
ing to the Danube calls for a 
conference of the Big Four nations 


and the states through which the | 


river flows to sit within six months 
after the treaty comes into force 
and establish a permanent body 
to control this vital waterway.

May Organize Hockey Strike 


CANADIANS IN SCOTLAND 
SQUAWK OVER MONEY DEAL 


BY JACK SULLIVAN 


FALKIRK, Stirling, Scotland, Oct, 18—(CP)—Scotland’s All- 
Canadian hock*y set-up is functioning but by no means blooming. 
Some of the 70 players who came to this country have com- 
plaints. chiefly of a financial nature, and a showdown is expected 
this week-end, 

These “fugitives” from Canadian rinks, all from Ontario and 
nearly all of junior age, publicly have not reached the “or-else” 
stage on demands but the world “strike” has been bandied about 
by a few in dressing-room talk. No such action will be taken 
but dissatisfaction is general. 

Each of the seven clubs requested a meeting at Falkirk Sun- 
day with Festus Moffat, president of the Scottish Ice Hockey 
Association, Some plain talking on both sides is expected, 

THE DIFFICULTIES APPEAR to stem from the complicated 
set-up of the leagues. SIHA has direct jurisdiction over the 
game but the financial end is handled by an SIHA committee 
made up of representatives of each rink on a “pools” system 
whereby the rinks pay into an SIHA fund which in turn pays 
the imported players. 

Squawk number one of the players was registered on the first 
pay day, Instead of the equivalent of $31.50 a week which they 
claimed to have signed for, each received £7 ($28), However, 
officials said the contract stipulated flatly £7, a figure which 
remained unchanged by revaluation of the Canadian dollar. 

IN ADDITION THE PLAYERS say they are told they could 
return home at the expiration of their six-month contract — if 
they were thrifty — with a bank account of $1,000, Weekly ex- 
penses leave them between $15 and $19. 

Some imported players claim extra jobs were dangled before 
them as enticements but to date only players with one club, 
Perth, are working as well as playing.

U.S. Cash to Aid | 
German Industry 


BERLIN, (CDN) — The United 
States is now prepared, through the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpor- 
ation, to advance funds to some 
sections of German industry in the 
American occupation zone. 

The arrangement has been com-

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., (CDN)— 
Every reasoned analysis of trends 
at the 51-nation general assembly, 
opening at Flushing next week, 
points to accelerated efforts by the

With only a few notable excep- 
tions, Russia has been carrying the 
ball ever since the U.N. settled itself 
in the country last spring. There is 
no sign that Gromyko, and soon 
Molotoy and Vishinsky, intend to 
relax their direct plunges into the 
line once the general assembly be- 
gins. 

This is not what is worrying many 
delegates here, however. It seems 
to be part of Russia's emergence 
into the tanc;’ed world of imterna- 
tional affairs that the Soviet spokes- 
men must try to throw their weight 
around. .

Such is the sweet and gentle at- 
mosphere awaiting the two great 
international maesetings.

Position of Alberta 
At Parley Outlined 


Alberta’s position in the recently held Dominion-Pro- 
vincial conference on taxation was explained to dele- 
gates to the annual meeting of the Union of Alberta 
Municipalities Thursday, by the Hon. Lucien Maynard, 


KC, attorney-general in the provincial government. 


THE PROPOSALS offered by the 


federal government didn't get to 
fundamentals, said Mr, Maynard, 
but offered only a temporary rem 


edy for what in a few years he 


believed, would become a matte 
of necessary legislation—viz. tht 
amending of the British North 


America Act 

Alberta felt, he said, that in a 
revised constitution, each govern- 
ing body would know Its powers 
of taxation, what moneys it might 
expect, and what its responsibil- 
ities for the spending of that money 
would be 

WITH THE SURRENDERING to 
the Dominion government, he said, 
of the rights of taxation of income, 
corporation and succession, the pro- 
vince would be left with the re- 


sponsibiliy of internal government, | 


but with no power of raising its 
own money to execute its respons- 
ibilities, 

Even though the grants given by 
the Dominion government in return, 
would exceed money already col- 
lected by the province, the province 
would lose out in having power 
over its management of internal 
affairs. 

ALBERTA WAS, however, agree- 
able to accepting the terms on a 
basis of trying the system for a 
period of three years. At the end 
of that time, the situation would 
be reviewed, and if satisfactory, 
some permanent action contemp- 
lated, but if not satisfactory, its 
present status retaken. 

This the federal government re- 
fused to accept. 

Objections raised by other pro- 
vinees included a fear that some 
time, some tax, or cost-price to 
provincial consumer 
an unfair high. Where a province 
controls its own taxes on commod- 
ities produced and consumed within 
its boundaries, it can more fairly 
determine the cost to consumer, it 
was felt. Other provinces realizing 
that the status quo, in succession 
duties, say, worked out presently 
to its benefit, would not accede 
any right at all. Others had many 
other reasons for rejecting the fed- 
eral proposal, Mr, Maynard said. 

THE CONFERENCE had 
instituted on a sound basis. The 
federal government thought it 
would work out to a fairer levy 
of tax; that it could administer it 
more efficiently and that, as a 
federal body it had more borrowing 
power with which to develop and 
exploit the country’s resources,

Basic cause of the trouble over 
the question of admitting 100,000 
Jews to Palestine is definitely not 
Arab antipathy on racial or relig- 
ious grounds but a centuries-old 
resistance to a Jewish political am- 
bition of dominance over Arab soc- 
iety and economy, it was declared 
Friday by Dr, Nejla Izzeddin, lec- 
turer from the Arab office in Wash- 
ington, when interviewed at the 
Macdonald hotel, 

Dr, IZZEDDIN arrived here from 
Saskatoon and will leave Saturday 
for Calgary on part of her North 
American speaking tour, She will 
address two meetings while in Ed- 
monton, 

“Zionism a polifical move- 
ment that aims at setting up a Jew- 
ish state in Palestine,” declared Dr. 
Izzeddin. 

Until 1918 when the British man- 
date over Palestine was assumed 
it had been in continuous posses- 
sion of Syria from as early as the 
seventh century, she said. 

SHE SAID the Arabs had already 
done more than their share in the 
absorption of Jewish refugees, and 
that they were ready_to do more 
if other nations would agree to ac- 
cept Jews on a corresponding per 
capita basis. 

“The Arabs will fight tooth and

had overflowed into Transylvania | 
by crossing the high ground be- 
tween their land and settling the 
beyond. When Attila 
and his Huns swept across Europe 
from the east they drove the Hun- 
garians out of the lowlands and 
scattered them. 

Since then there has been a con- 
fusion of races in what are known 
as the Balkan or Danubian states, | 
with minority groups often suffer- 
ing persecution. This has led to 
war so often the Balkans have been 
termed the “power keg of Europe.” 

The Paris map makers gave 
Transylvania back to Romania, éon- 
curring with an act of the Versailles 
peace conference. This was a great | 


The only consolation Hungary 
was the privilege of writing a 
bilateral treaty with Czecho- 
slovakia on the disposition of 200,000 |

Czechoslovakia had asked the con- 
ference to expel the Hungarians 
immediately. 

Reparations was the only point 
that produced an argument during 
the debate on the Hungarian treaty 
and the figure finally was set at 
$300,000,000 to be divided between 
Russia, Yugoslavia and COzecho- 
slovakia.

Tokyo Haw-Haw 
Prince’ in Exile 


NEW YORK, (NANA)— Japan's 
Lord Haw-Haw—an Englishman 
|named John Holland—who during 
the war spoke on the Tokyo radio 
against his own country and who 
had been deported to diminutive 
Morty island in the Molucca archt- 
pelago in the south seas, now has 
become a prince of that kingdom 
| According to the Aftonbladet ot 
Stockholm, Holland—who has been 
living since last February in the 
sma't, palm-fringed isle—has marr- 
ied the 16-year-old daughter of the 
king of Morty. 

Holland, who has a life of adven- 
ture behind him, first became en- 
meshed with the Japanese in Shang- 
hai, where he was trapped at the 
time of Pearl Harbor. To avoid the 
harsh treatment meted out by the 
| Japs to other trapped Britishers, he 
consented to work for the Nippon- 
ese-controlled Shanghai radio. In 
March 1943, repenting his treaci- 
ery, he sought to disentangle him- 
self from the Japanese service and 
| refused to continue his anti-British 
broadcasts, 

This was how the troops of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, on whose list 
of war criminals he figured promin- 
ently, were surprised to find hirma 
in a Tokyo jail. He had been trans- 
ferred there after being detained 
in a concentration camp. 

Military doctors found him suft- 
ering from claustrophobia, adyised 
against imprisonment “between 
four walls,” and instead he was 
“isolated” on Morty island. Thefe 


the young princess fell in love with 
him and obtained her father’s per- 
mission to marry him. Holland de- 


clares he feels happy for the first 
time in his life and does not think 
he will ever return to civilization,

LONDON, (CP)—James Turner,

“In fact,” one spokesman said, 
“there is no such fund and has 
not been for years.” 

Dominions Secretary Viscount 
| Addison said in the Lords Wednes- 
day the view had been exprassed 
that the dominions should pay a 
higher share of Imperial defence 
costs but added that hé& previously 
had omitted references to such 
costs because it was not for Britain 
to say how much a dominion should 
pay.
